Environmental hearing was quiet

Few questions were raised and 
fewer people were present at last 
Wednesday's MEPA hearing on the 
environmental impact of Middlesex 
Canal Condominiums. The hearing 
was held to help MEPA represen. 
tative Jollene Dubner determine if 
an Environmental Impact Report 
(EIR) should be required on the 
Project. 

Approximately ten residents, 
most of them members of town 
boards, heard consultant Mary 
Trudeau review the 168 unit 
project. The project is being 
proposed by developer Jay Tighe 
and Tapp Realty Trust for 15 acres 
on Main Street near the Wobum 
line, Tighe is applying for a com- 
prehensive permit through Chapter 
774 and HOP. 

Trudeau outlined concerns which 
she feels have to be addressed, the 
"most critical” being the excavating 
and dumping which has taken place 
on the site over the years, Other 
concerns ure remnants of the 
historic Middlesex Canal which are 
located in the back wetland area and 
reportedly won't be disturbed by 
the developer, and the wetlands 
themselves. Trudeau added there 
were no hazardous materials found 
on the land. 

Though the Environmental 
Notification Form filed by the 
consultant revealed the site to be 15 
acres, Trudeau explained Tighe 
currently has 17 acres under 
agreement and he anticipates 
adding more acreage if and when 
neighbors sell to him. She also said 
Tighe may be willing to reduce the

A trip to the Berkshires in autumn is as natural as 
fireworks on the Fourth. Whether to gaze at rolling 
hillsides abundant with bright foliage, or to curiossly 
wonder at how the small dairy farmers in Lenox can still 
get by, it's a trip well worth the one hundred or so miles 
westward. 

Getting there is easy enough, though not without a few 
nuisances that are perhaps only noticeable to yours truly;

In fact, toll booth 
collectors have one of the highest lung cancer rates in the 
country, Second of all, and most importantly, I don't feel 
like coughing up more money than already necessary on a 
road trip. Gas, lots of munchies, and some new cassette

doldrums” I take Route 495 to Route 290, saving a little 
change on tolls in the process. After going through 
Worcester, 290 inevitably takes you to the Mass Pike West, 

| but from this point your total toll as far as Pittsfield is only 
| ninety cents, 

| It was just a bit west of Worcester County that something 

| suddenly hit me. Massachusetts is a very big state. I know 
| that's not what we're taught in Geography 101, but take my 

i} word for it. When you start to cut through West 

Springfield, and take in the surroundings, you realize that 

Boston might as well be a world away, There are as many 

grazing milking calves to the side of the Pike in that neck 
of the woods, as there are Ristuccia auto dealerships along 

Route 38 in Wilmington. And as you adjust your cruise 

control you'll discover that the local yokels west of 

Middlesex County actually observe the 55 mile per hour 

speed limit. These people wouldn't last for a minute on 

128, would they? 

u When you come into the Connecticut River Valley, you'll 

{agree that it is the most picturesque part of the trip. That 

i means it's the best place to jump out of your sedan and pull 

4 out your Kodak Disk. In that area you'll encounter a good 

i deal of mist. As the Pike dips into the lowest parts of the 

valley, a large area of thick cloud hovers about through 
midday, except in very warm weather. It's a marvelous 
place for a rest stop. 

Having become excited about being west of Worcester 
for the first time, I thought I'd be daring and go for broke. 
This means heading for Pittsfield, which is about as far 
west as you can get in this state without coming into 
Albany, New York. Pittsfield is a great city. The name 
might not be that romantic, but the surroundings definitely 
are. It's just a stone's throw to Tanglewood, and if you feel 
especially cultural while taking in the foliage you can enjoy 
a well known Shakespeare Company active in the area. 

Unlike my perceptions, traffic and overdevelopment are 
not particular to just the North Shore. Pittsfield has it's 
share of both, with over 40,000 residents; though the 
surrounding hillsides provide an easy escape route from 
any hustle and bustle 

Traveling west, its easy enough to understand the 
frustration that must be felt by the townspeople of New 
Braintree, fighting the proposal to build a prison within 
the center of their community.

He was such a friendly chap 
this moming, smiling and sipping coffee, but now the little guy 
is standing on top of your desk screaming HURRY UP, YOU

Don't worry about it. Just keep writing and show some more 
creativity. If the story is worth it, he may forgive you. Maybe.

The following is a statement 
released by the office of state 
Senator Patricia McGovern - Ed. 

Preserving the local charm of 
towns like Tewksbury and Billerica 
is something we all recognize as 

important. But, open space is 
dwindling rapidly as pressure to 
develop continues to be strong in 
communities where land is still 
available. 

That is why I have supported a 
$541 million open space bill in the 
Senate which will provide money to 
help cities and towns buy land for 
conservation, recreation and 
historic purposes. The aim is to 
preserve the natural resources 
which remain throughout the 
Commonwealth before it is too late. 

The 20-acre parcel which runs 
along the Concord River off 
Dudley Road in Billerica is a good 
example of how the new open space 
bill will work 

With the help of the state, the 
town was able last year to preserve 
the parcel for conservation 
purposes, thus sparing it from 
housing development which was 
imminent. 

Billerica residents will soon enjoy 
access to the riverfront along this 
scenic stretch of land, 

The parcel is valuable not only 
because of its location by the river, 
but also because of its history. It is 
legend that the great early 
American author Henry David 
Thoreau slept on the land during 
his famous canoe trip along the 
Concord and Merrimack Rivers. 

The Billerica purchase was 
accomplished through a partner- 
ship between the state Department 
of Environmental Management and 
the Department of Fisheries and 
Wildlife. 

Through the application process, 
cities and towns will be able to 
apply to the Secretary of 
Environmental Affairs for funding 
to purchase open space. The aid is 
important because, in many cases, 
the community itself cannot 
compete with developers and come 
up with the high price being asked 
for available land parcels. 

There is precious little open space 
available in our towns today and, 
before it is too late, we must have a 
mechanism in place to preserve

utilization of the agricultural, 
mineral, forest, water, 
other natural resources is hereby 
declared to be a public purpose

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Flooded cranberry bog 
was no treat for neighbors

This is a story that may have 
happened. Also it may not have 
happened, The writer heard it 
many years ago, in circumstances 
which seemed to vouch for it being 
a tue story. = 

The year was back about 1912. 
What is now Rotary Park, in 
Wilmington, was a cranberry bog-- 
a cranberry bog which had been 
built for Mrs. Dr. France Hiller 
about 40 years earlier. 

She was the lady who had the 
Hiller mansion constructed, It is 
now an office building in the 
Wilmington square area. She also 
did other things which led to stories 
in the Boston newspapers and 
portrayed what might have been a 
fabulous life. 

Cranberries had been cultivated 
in Wilmington since shortly after 
the Revolution, if not before. 
Around 1790 cranberries were 
shipped out of the area, to Balti- 
more--the first known commercial 
shipment of that sour berry. 

Wilmington farmers grew 
cranberries mostly for their own 
table, but there were a few bogs 
which were larger. The Walsh 
family had two beds, on each side 
of Salem Street, near the Salem & 
Lowell Railroad. Henry Sheldon 
had a bed of cranberries about 
where the Avco playing fields are 
today. There were others, which 
had been allowed to “die,” one 
being in a damp area of what is now 
Hathaway Acres. 

The cranberry was suffering 
from what was called a “blight.” 
Wilmington farmers felt it was not 
smart to plant any more bogs, but 
over the years more bogs were 
planted, and they did make money. 

‘One of those was the one planted 
by France Hiller, She used to sit at a 
table, near what is now an 


apartment house on Middlesex 
Avenue, and have her cool drinks

while local women, hired for the 
occasion, raked in cranberries, 
each fall. France made money with 
her cranberry bog, of that there 
‘was not much doubt. 

But, in 1912 the lady had been 
dead a few years and the cranberry 
bog was not producing many 
berries. 

It was hardly worth flooding the 
bog every fall to protect the vines 
from freezing. At least, four years 
later, in 1916, there was no 
flooding of the bog. The writer can 
attest to that. 

Not flooding Mrs. Hiller's 
cranberry bog meant that a favorite 
skating place, for the young people, 
just did not exist. 

That was sort of a tragedy. No 
hockey. No skating for him and her 
couples. 

But for Sidney Buck it was a 
different picture. Sidney lived in a 
home which is now 36 Middlesex 
Avenue. Mrs. Hiller used to flood 
her cranberry bog by means of a 
ditch across his land, and a culvert 
under Middlesex Avenue. 

According to the tales which were 
told, the flooding water would get 
into Buck's cellar. That made him 
unhappy, of course. 

Anyway, the story goes that 
Sidney was blockading the water, 
so that it did not flow across his 
land. That made the young people 
unhappy. 

Sometime about 1912 there began 
to be a series of dams, built by 
Sidney, and a series of dams beings 
destroyed by young men in the 
neighborhood. It wasn't just a 
game. It was a serious sort of 
business, 

Sidney is supposed to have gone 
so far as to enlist the help of 
neighbors, people who evidently 
agreed that it just wasn't funny to 
have water in the cellar. One of the 
neighbors was Sam Rice. He lived 
on the same side of Middlesex 
Avenue, next door to Clark Street. 
Sam was a nice fellow who, every

now and then, served as a 
policeman. He was the chief of 
ice, too, on occasion. He was 
chief back in Spanish American 
War days. 
Anyway, not being able to skate 
on the Hiller Cranberry Bog the 


boys of the neighborhood 
sometimes turned to other 
activities. 


On one occasion there was a reel 
or two of electric wire (or maybe 
cable) on top of the hill where 
Church Street and Main Street meet 
--Wilmington Square. Nineteen- 
twelve was the year that Reading 
Ligh Co. was erecting electric light 
wires all over town. It was also a 
year that the Eastern Massachusetts 
Street Railway was installing new 
wires for the new streetcar tracks 

Anyway, the story goes that one 
cold night in, perhaps, December, 
Sam Rice was up in Wilmington 
Square guarding the electric wires 
and he spent part of the time down 
looking at the ditch near Sidney 
Buck's home, too. 

It was while Sam was in the area 
of the Buck home that some people, 
young men, presumably, started 
rolling those cable reels down 
Church Street. They tied the ends to 
fence posts or telephone poles, and 
as the reels rolled down the street 
the wires or cables were being 
stretched out, along the street. 

So, the story goes, Sam went over 
to see what was happening on 
Church Street. And the young men 
hurried over to Sidney Buck's, via 
another route, of course. 

And, while Sam and neighbors 
were trying to take care of the reels 
they were suddenly aware of an 
explosion. 

Some one had blown up Sidney 
Buck's dam. 

It was a good explosion. There 
was nothing left of the dam. The 
cranberry bog was soon flooded. 
Presumably there was good 
skating, that winter, on the Hiller 
cranberry bog.

A couple of years ago Marge 
Cook chanced to mention that 
whenever Gramp Wiley makes a 
pronouncement, he too often bangs 
his fist on the arm of his rocker. 

Marge, who has, by the way, 
written many excellent articles, is 
right. Anyone worth his salt as a 
writer avoids redundancy and trite 
cliches. 

I've worried about this but don't 
know how to get around the truth.

The late afternoon sun dances on 
the thick tin walls of Gramp 
Wiley’s trailer as a man with 
pinched, stooped shoulders climbs 
the creaking steps, mentally 
ruminating the mercurial scent of 
hot, dry summer. He ties without 
success to straighten his shoulders, 
his face exuding a mixture of 
tension and excitement as he 
anticipates the visit with his 
venerable neighbor. 

A single hawk circles high above 
in bucolic innocence, oblivious to 
the drama about to be played out 
below, as a hand darts for the 
bronzed orb on the door. A sudden

If you haven't been fishing on the 
Concord River yet, you're missing 
a good time. What was once a 
polluted and dying waterway has 
since come back with a vengeance, 
and the Concord has never looked 
healtier. 

Over the weekend my stepson Jon 
and I launched Old Green onto the 
Concord in pursuit of pike, with the 
secondary purpose of "s'plorin,” 
and we weren't disappointed. 

Well, at least one of us wasn't 
(Dig, dig, dig.) 

(Actually, Jon got off a wingshot 
at a flushing woodcock during a 
hunting trip the weekend before, 
while I didn't, and I've been owing 
him one. Account settled.) 

We started out from behind the 
Concord Shores Lounge off Route 
3A in Billerica and headed upriver. 
We turned the boat around in sight 
of the Route 3 bridges, for a 
distance of about two miles, and the 
scenery was non-stop gorgeous the 
entire way. 

My favonte way to check out fall 
foliage, naturally, is from a boat 
Fall fishing trips are twice as pretty 
as any foliage drive you could take, 
since the leaves reflecting off the 
water provide twice as much for 
the eyes to enjoy. 

The fishing along the way was 
slow in most spots, but we managed 
to catch a few perch and one pike 
that just barely slid under the 
28-inch limit. The "near miss of the 
day" came on a cast with a balsa 
minnow beside a fallen tree, which 
produced a terrific splash from 
some unseen river denizen, Best 
guess was another pike, but the fish 
never got his teeth on the right spot 

The Concord River has lately 
gotten a reputation as a pike haven, 
and the rumors are all true. A 
recent tournament on the Concord 
produced two pike of over three 
pounds each, and another was taken 
by an angler who didn't register for 
the contest that topped 15 pounds! 

‘That same contest also produced a 
number of bass from the river, 
with the biggest weighing in at just 
over four pounds. There are huge 
fish in the Concord, if you can find 
them. 

But the most interesting part of

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our cruise was the birds seen along 
the river. The Concord is teeming 
with ducks and a few gaggle of 
domestic geese, but some of the 
other species present were out of 
the ordinary 

Lesser Herons were seen wading 
the shallows in search of minnows, 
and the three—foot-tall birds were 
everywhere. Most area ponds are 
lucky to have even a pair of lesser 
herons, but the Concord had about 
a dozen in the two-mile stretch we 
surveyed 

Also searching for food near the 
river was a hawk, species unknown, 
circling high overhead, with the 
bird's screams providing an eerie 
background music. The hawk 
stayed at altitude, making a formal 
ID impossible. 

In all, last weekend's cruise was a 
remarkably peaceful trip down a 
lovely river. The fishing could 
have been faster, but what we had 
wasn't bad at all. And like ocean 
fishing, you never know what kind 
of monster may come out of the 
Concord. 


— Tackle Box — 


Pheasant season opened this week 
in Massachusetts and the state has 
been stocking the colorful birds all 
over the place. But what may be of 
interest to pheasant hunters is a late 
change to the either-sex rule for 
pheasants, which changes the laws 
for the local area. 

As of July 14, at a meeting of the 
Fisheries & Wildlife Board, the 
either-sex rules were changed as 
follows: (Write this down) 

Pheasants of either sex may now 
be taken in all wildlife management 
areas, and in all areas west of a line 
starting from the New Hampshire 
border (the line is easier to follow 
if you trace it on a road map) and 
running south on 1-95 to 1-495, 
then south on 495 until it rejoins 95 
again. The line then traces north on 
1-95 to 1-93 & Route 128. West on 
Route 128 to Route 3 (south of 
Boston), then south to Route 228. 
The line then runs from Route 228 
until the town line at Hull. The 
town of Hull and both Dukes and 
Nantucket counties are limited to 
cocks-only hunting, as is everwhere 
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east of the above line. Take note! 

Other small-game seasons now 
underway in Massachusetts include 
ducks, geese, bunnies and squirrels. 
If you hunt, now's the time. 

And while you can't hunt them 
because of all the houses nearby, 
try taking a spin down Helvetia 
Street in Tewksbury to look at all 
the Canada geese now visiting at 
Round Pond. Tewksbury Police 
Inspector Paul Ringwood, who 
happens to be an ace wingshot in his 
own right, estimates the flock at 
more than 500 birds. What a mob! 

The Tewksbury Rod & Gun club 
this Sunday, October 25, will be 
opening up their shooting range to 
the general public for a "Sighting- 
In" day from 1 to 5 p.m. Good 
hunters take good aim, so bring a 
box of slugs and come set your 
sights if you plan on hunting deer 
this year. Also, bring your own 
targets and ear protectors, too. 

A few weeks ago, during a public 
hearing about the "Castle" on Ames 
Hill in Tewksbury, also known as 
Prospect Hill, somebody briefly 
mentioned rattlesnakes in the area. 
If anybody out there is certain that 
rattlesnakes exist on Ames Hill, 
please (a) do not touch the animals, 
because they are both dangerous 
and very endangered, and (b) call 
me at 658-2346, It was just a 
rumor, so don't panic. I have no 
proof of rattlesnakes on Ames Hill, 
but if the rumor is true, those 
critters are in dire need of help 
Please, call me if you have proof, 
and I'll have state wildlife experts 
on the scene in half a heartbeat.

we have Baryshnikov as the 
two-timing aristocrat who's a 
notorious womanizer off the 
stage.

While Kent doesn’t dance as 
Giselle, she mirrors the ballet's 
love triangle as she is romanced 
by her aggressive Italian and 
Baryshnikov. This little 
sideshow, the superimposed 
pictures and flashbacks as the 
ballet unfolds, are stupefyingly 
trite. The film should have been 


a modern adaptation, a la 
“West Side Story’ from 
“Romeo and Juliet,” or it 


should have been a’ straight- 
forward rendition of the ballet 
But the psuedo-meaningful 
sentiment exuded by Dancers is 
garbage. 

Now, the 50 minutes or so 
when Misha dances are 
magnificent. This ballet is his 
signature piece and it’s not for 
nothing that Baryshnikov is 
touted as the best ballet dancer 
in the world. His nuance, his 
emotion, the height he obtains 
when he leaps across the stage, 
all of this is breathtaking. And 
he is matched pointe for pointe 
by Leslie Browne as Giselle, 
who is as lithe and supple as a 
feather while floating across the 
stage as an initiate of the Wilis. 

Now, if someone had just 
taped the dancers’ mouths shut, 
this would have been another 
movie entirely. But nearly all of 
them are terrible actors. Whiny 
and unable to enunciate, they 
are as completely unconvincing 
as the script. Consequently, 
there is too much emoting and 
too much story wrapped around 
the ballet to allow a recom. 
mendation. If you're really a 
die-hard Baryshnikov fan, take 
the price of admission and buy a 
poster. It can’t be any more flat 
or uninspired than this film

Expectations were high for 
this movie, as it was directed by 
James Ivory and produced by 
Ismail Merchant, the team that 
successfully brought two other 
Forster books to the screen, “A 
Room With a View" and “A 
Passage to India."

Maurice, a tale of suppressed 
homosexuality set in 1914, was 
hidden away by Forster 
because of its autobiographical 
elements. But what was once a 
sensational, even criminal 
subject, is no longer considered 
daring. And as a nostalgia 
piece, the film only half- 
heartedly evokes a censorship 
none of us would want to endure 
again. Consequently, there is 
nothing about the theme in- 
teresting enough to lure the 
average audience away from 
more defined, more en- 
tertaining movies. 

It is difficult not to compare 
this film to “A Room With a 
View" as both are love stories 
written by the same man, 
sharing some of the same cast 
and developed cinematically by 
the same teams, including 
director, composer, producer 
and costume designer. But the 
warmth, the sensuality, even 


the humor that made “A Room 
With a View’’ such a 
memorable movie is sadly 


lacking in Maurice. Where the 
former was witty and chatty, 
the latter is ponderously talky 
and peppered with densely dull 
scenes. 

The plot involves Maurice, a 
college student who is 
awakened to his homosexuality 
by his intellectual and wealthy 
friend. James Wilby is the 
young man who vigorously 
embraces his new lifestyle after 
steadfastly plodding along in a 
role set up for him by his 
family. After embarking on his 
love affair with Clive (Hugh 
Grant), Maurice rebels for the 
first time in his life, arguing 
with his mother, refusing to go 
to church and finally getting 
himself booted from university. 

But all this seems to take 
soooo long to happen. After 
awhile, as the ‘film slowly 
unravels, you begin to realize 
that not much is happening. The 
story is so ordinary and so 
caught up in minutiae that you 
find yourself staring at the 
characters, not listening to 
them 

Another problem is that while 
Grant and Wilby are convincing 
as individuals, they are not so 
as a couple. There just isn’t any 
sparkle in their relationship. By 
the time they separate and 
Clive renounces his lifestyle in 
favor of a repressed, but safe, 
heterosexual marriage, you just 
don’t care. The air should be 
crackling with suspense when 
Clive finally finds emotional 


and physical release in the 
arms of a gameskeeper, 
but it isn'\-After all, he is 


following a lifestyle that could 
land him in jail and in the 
papers. But we feel nothing of 
this illicitness, or even outrage 
at a society that forces their 
covert meetings. 

Unfortunately, the only true 
emotion this film evokes during 
the entire last hour is one of 
impatience, especially as it 
trails off to an inconclusive 
ending. Since you haven't been 
able-te connect with them 
emotionally — mostly because 
they don't connect with each 
other — you aren't particularly 
affected by the separate paths 
taken by the two principal 
characters. Chalk Maurice up 
as a major disappointment for 
Merchant/Ivory fans.

L. David Mech flopped on his 
belly on an iceberg and whined 
as loud as he could, trying to 
attract the attention of a nearby 
pack of white arctic wolves. 

“With my heavily insulated 
wind suit, face mask, and 
sunglasses, I'm not sure I really 
resembled a seal,” he writes in 
the May National Geographic. 
“But one of the inquisitive 
wolves approached within 150 
feet; and that was thrill enough 
for me.” 

Mech is a.-wolf biologist for 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. His regular job is 
studying wolves in Minnesota, 
where he has radio-tagged 
hundreds of them and observed 
them from the air since 1968. 


JOINED WILD PACK 

But until last year, neither he 
nor anyone else he knows of had 
an opportunity to live with a 
wild pack and get a feel for the 
way it functions. It was “the 
highlight of a lifetime,” Mech 
writes. 


He and fellow Minnesotan 
Jim Brandenburg, a veteran 
wolf photographer, found the 
wolves in Nebraska-size 
Ellesmere Island, near 
Greenland, hundreds of miles 
north of Hudson Bay, more than 
1,000 miles from the nearest 
city. 

Their contacts w're made 
easier by the wolves’ relatively 
small fear of people, 
presumably because the wolves 
haven't been harassed by 
hunters. In the barren polar 
regions of the high Arctic, game 
is so scarce and conditions are 
so severe — darkness cloaks 
land and sea for almost four 
months of the year — that even 
the Inuit seldom hunt the inland 


areas. 

During their two visits to 
Ellesmere, in spring and 
summer, Mech and Bran- 
denburg used every means they 
could think of to win the wolves’ 
acceptance. Whenever they 
seemed to gain a degree of it, 
they tried to prolong the in- 
teraction,seeking to. reinforce 
the wolves’ developing trust. 

After several days and nights, 
the wolves began to take the 
men for granted. But real ac- 
ceptance didn’t come until the 
second visit, when the pack had 
grown so indifferent to Mech 
and Brandenburg that they left 
their pups outside their new den 
with no adults on guard 


quarter mile of the den. This 
posed some logistical problems. 
MEN BARKED LIKE WOLVES 
“Wolves ae relentless raiders, 
so we had to cache all our food 
in a rock pile away from the 
tent,” Mech writes. “When we 
were in the residence at camp, 
we had litle trouble keeping 
these sociable wolves at bay by 
simulating their doglike 
barking.” 


To ward off wolves when they 
were away from camp, Mech 
and Brandenburg built tall rock 
cairns near the tent and flew 
plastic streamers from them. 

“Despite these precautions,” 
Mech writes, “when we were 
away visiting the wolves at the 
den, their hunting parties, 
passing our camp, stopped off to 
chew the side of my backpack 
and strew our toilet tissue over 
the tundra. They urinated on 
our rock piles."" 

Once, from his lookout above 
the den, Mech watched four 
wolves attack the tent. After a 
few minutes of tugging and 
yanking, one of them pulled out 
his sleeping bag. It took a loud, 
sharp hoot from him to drive the 
marauders away. 

Before long, the men iden- 
tified all the adult pack mem- 
bers individually and gave them 
names based on their sex and

the pack four years or longer. 
The pack’s routine resembles 
that of wolves anywhere: sleep, 
bouts of play and social in- 


teraction, a daily hunt by most 
adults and feeding the pups 
whenever possible. 

In play fighting, the pups test 
and me their competitive 
skills. “Although pack func- 
tioning seems a model of 
cooperation, especially during 
the tranquil summer period, the 
basic selfish, aggressive spirit 
of every living thing lurks 
constantly beneath,’ Mech 
writes. 


WITNESS TRIPLE KILLING 
At no time is this more evident 
than when the wolves make # 


kill. Mech and Brandenburg 
had the extraordinary op- 
portunity -to witness and 
Photograph the pack’s killing of 
three musk-ox calves. 

After the kill, Mech writes, 
“Frenzy fell away from the 
wolves, and they became intent 
and businesslike. No greetings. 
No socializing. They reminded 
me of firemen springing into 
action to put out a fire.” 

Within two days, not a shred 
of hair or bone was left at the 
kills. ‘The pack had devoured 


or cached some 300 pounds of 
prey, and much of it was 
already transferred to the 
growing wolf pups,’ Mech 
writes. “For days the pack 
delivered food to the pups from 
the caches, and the pups grew 
and changed noticeably." 

The white artic wolf is one of 
about 17 subspecies of gray wolf 
that remain in North America. 
Amid persecution and loss of 
habitat, the wolf, once plentiful 
form coast to coast and south 
into Mexico, has made its stand 
in the north woods and Arctic 
tundra

State Secretary of Com- 
munities and Development 
Amy S. Anthony recently an- 
nounced the start-up of the 
Massachusetts Fuel Assistance 
season which will assist 
thousands of low income 
families with their winter 
heating bills. The program, 
using both state and federal 
funds, will help approximately 
140,000 Massachusetts 
households pay for heat during 
the winter months. 


“Being able to live in decent 
and affordable housing means 
more than simply being able to 
pay the rent,” Anthony said. “It 
means being able to pay for 
utilities and other necessities of 
daily life. The fuel assistance 
program provides families with 
additional resources so that 
they can pay for heat during the 
winter months.”

Professor Laurie Godfrey of 
the University of 
Massachusetts/Amherst will 
speak on one of the chief 
creation/evolution con- 
troversies at the inaugural 
meeting of the Skeptical 
Inquirers of New England 
(SINE) on November 1 at 7:30 
at First Parish Universalist 
Church in Malden.

Fall's the time to nourish trees 


New root growth can benefit from transplanting

Beginning in the late '60s, Carl Whitcomb, then professor of 
horticulture at Oklahoma State University, began a decade-long 
series of trials and studies involving hundreds of species of trees 
and shrubs. 

With the help of his students he grew, dug up, measured, 
replanted, and remeasured thousands of specimens, measuring 
root growth, trunk expansion, and shoot and leaf development 
It involved a good deal of painstak- 
ing effort that ultimately paid off 
in some fascinating new knowl. 

sedge about trees and shrubs and, 
in particular, their roots. 

Dr. Whitcomb found, for in. 
stance, that trees and shrubs grow 
most of their new roots — better 
than 80 percent, in fact - in the fall 
of the year, which gives added gar- 
dening importance to the weeks 
that lie ahead when transplanting, 
watering, and even feeding can be 
advantageously undertaken 

Tt turns out that there is a peck. 
ing order for nutrients in woody 
plants that doesn't vary from year 
to year: Flowers and fruits get first 
choice, followed by the leaves, 
then the stem, and finally the 
roots. For instance, the trunk or 
stem does not increase in size until 
late summer. 

“Then, all of a sudden, it puts 
on a burst of growth,"’says Whit 
comb. After that, the bulk of all 
Nutrients go into putting on new 
root growth. 

Nearly all root growth takes 
place in the top 12 inches of soil, 
spreading out well beyond the cir 
cumference of the tree. Tree roots 
grow rapidly when soil tempera: 
tures are in the 50s and 60s de- 
grees F., and continue growing 
down into the mid-30s, 

Among other things, Whit 
comb's trials also showed that 
there is no need to add amend. 
ments (compost, peat moss, etc.) to the planting holes when 
setting out new or transplanted trees. In heavy soils, this can 
even be a distinct disadvantage. If soil quality in the hole is 
markedly superior to the surrounding area, it encourages a type 
of “pot culture” in the ground 

Yet another controversial discovery: It is best not to prune 
either the top or the roots of a tree when it is being transplanted 
other than to remove damaged material. There simply is no need 
to “balance” top with bottom ~ as his research showed when the 
unpruned trees grew more vigorously in the long run 

Because many of these discoveries flew in the face of ac

cepted industry practice, Whitcomb was at first disbelieved 
Several people set out to prove him wrong, but as the years 
passed no one was able to do so. Those who tried his methods 
found them effective, and in a recent interview Whitcomb 
confirmed that everything he has done since the period of 
intense research “reinforces those earlier findings.” 

Here are some of his thoughts and suggestions 

Planting: Fal! is a good time to move trees or shrubs from one 
area of your garden to another. 

Dig a hole a few inches wider 
than the root ball and no deeper, so 
that the stem is at the same soil 
level as, it was in its previous posi 
tion. Fill in with unamended soil 
from the hole you have dug and 
firm this by watering. Don't stamp 
down the soil with your feet, as 
this can create compaction in 
heavy soils

tion: After planting, 

loosen the soil away from the hole 
so that the new roots can move 
readily into the surrounding area 
Do this by pushing a spading fork 
into the soil every six to 12 inches 
and gently rocking it back and 
forth. Do the same thing with es 
tablished trees if you suspect the 
soil is compacted around the outer 
perimeter of the tree. Some minor 
root damage may occur, but this 
will be quickly overcome in the fall 
period of rapid root growth 

Feeding: Late fall, after the top 
has gone dormant, is a good time to 
feed tree roots. The soil is still 
warm, so the roots readily absorb 
the nutrients and store them there 
ready for release to the rest of the 
tree in the spring 

In contrast, cold soils retard the 
takeup of nutrients in the spring 
But, Whitcomb says, do not feed 
the trees before they go dormant 
or you may encourage new top 
growth that will be killed off in the 
winter Spread the fertilizer be 
yond the outer leaves up to a third 
of the tree's overall diameter 

Soll amendments: While these shouldn't be added directly 
into the planting hole, in Whitcomb’s view they can be spread 
around the tree as a mulch where they are slowly assimilated by 
the top layer of soil where most of the roots thrive 

Watering: He sure your trees and shrubs do 1 into 
winter in dry ground.

This way, says 
Griggs, the sprouts remain 
fresh longer, and save the 
consumer the labor cost of 
picking. A long time vegetable 
grower for farmers’ markets, 
Griggs maintains that these 
local cauliflower and Brussels 
sprouts have a much sweeter 
flavor than those grown in the 
warmer climates. 


Massachusetts McIntosh, 
Cortland, Macouns and winter 
pears are all available along 
with fresh pressed cider, sugar 
pumpkins, decorative gourds, 
Indian, and strawberry corn 
Strawberry corn can also be 
popped for snacking, says 
Griggs 


Other fall vegetables include 
pumpkins, and the wonderful 
local winter squashes, such as 
Butternut, Hubbard, Buttercup, 
Acorn, Turban, and Delicious. 

Old fashioned fall vegetables 
never fail to make a hit, and 
most of them provide an 
abundance of vitamin A and a 
fair amount of Vitamin C as 
well, particularly if not peeled 
before cooking 


Now is the time to stock up on 
the winter squashes, as well as 
root vegetables, since they can 
be stored long after the far- 
mers’ market season.

The proper fertilizer diet 
for fall-planting bulbs 


Like so many things in 
this world today, bone meal 
isn’t what it used to be. 

In fact, it has changed so 
much that it is no longer 
worth including in the diet of 
fall-planted bulbs, particu- 
larly tulips, according to 
Paul Nelson, professor of 
Horticultural Science at 
North Carolina State Uni 
versity. The reason. he ex 
plains, is simple 

In the old days, bone 
meal contained all the origi. 
nal ingredients, including 
marrow and some accom: 
panying gristle. As a result 
it was rich in both nitrogen 
(around 6 percent) and 
phosphorus (12 percent) 
which is why it was the es: 
tablished fertilizer for 
spring-flowering bulbs for 
So long. While modern bone 
meal remains a good 
(though expensive) source 
of phosphate for the gar. 
den, it contains less than 2 
percent nitrogen, because 
the bones are first steamed 
to extract their gelatin 

Dr. Nelson's research on 
spring-flower bulbs 
shows them to be ‘one of 
the most efficient plants in 


the garden,” with a low fer- 
tilizer requirement and no 
great need of phosphate 
On the other hand, they do 
benefit from a little addi 
tional nitrogen - so Nelson 
recommends using aged 
manure or compost and a 
sprinkling of limestone if 
soil tests shows the soil is 
low in calcium. Any phos 
phate your garden soils 
might need might just as ef 
fectively, and less expen- 
sively, come from rock 
phos;tete, though it 1s 
slowel at releasing its nutr 

ents in the first year. 


Any phosphate should 
be dug into the soil at plant 
ing time, since it moves 
through the soil at a minus 
cule rate 

Manure, however, can be 
applied as a top dressing on 
established beds or over 
new plantings. The nitrogen 
it contains will move into the 
soil and down to the roots 
with rainwater.
